& Lthough divers of the learned 


>». have declared the Baptiſme of 
Ie: Infants to be but a humane 
Welt Bradition ; as Þ. B. confeſſeth 
= 3 in his Epiſtle, page 3. yet not- 
ts! withſtanding, there be many 
that have, and doe take upon 
them, to countenance the ſame by the Word of 
God, wherein they commit a double offence ; one 
in ſequcing the people, and leading them to diſc- 
bedience againſt Chriſt,Mat.z8.19.Mar 16.15, 15. 
whom they are to heare in all things, AQts 3. The 
other in taking the Word of Chriſt, and putting it 
asa [nord intothe hands of men to defend ayd 
maintaine themſelves in ſuch their diſobedience 
asiin(t him; amousSt whom, one P.B. bath late- 
Iy cak2n part in publiſhing a booke to proove the 
* Baptiſme of Infants tobe agrecable tothe word 
of God, but (as many times it falleth out when 
A. men 


men undertake to defend an evill cauſe) he hath 
ſo bewrayed the error of that dottrine, t5:t in the 
judgement of any, Who are but indifferently ac- 
quainted with the Scriptures, there needs nomore 
be ſaid to diſcover the faifity thereof, and finful- 
neſſe of his owne praftice in the ſame things 
wherein unadviſedly hee accuſeth others. One 
tnſtunce } ſhall give thereby to cauſe the Rea- 
der in purſuing his diſcourſe, to take notice ther- 
in hee fighteth againſt bimſelfe, and in that thing 
moſt of all whereupon hi whole building ſlan- 
deth, which is the perpetuity of the viſible 
Church under the new Teſtament, page 1. and 
ſo by conſequent of "Baptiſme, whereby the mat- 
Fer of the Church differenced, page 3.4. Where- 
in hee maketh Baptiſme to depend upon the 
Church ; whence then it muſt needs follow, that 
unleſſe hee can finde ſuch a Church which hath 
fucceſiively continued from the firſt planting, 
untill theſe dayes, hee cannot aſſure himſefe 
that bu baptiſme received, u the ordinance of 
Chriſt. But pag.2.3. he confeſſeth that he knoweth 
not where any ſuch Church hath continued, nor 
doth hee believe that any can be found that can 
make ſuch a continuance of the Church to ap- 
peare: therefore hee received not his Baptiſme 
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from any ſuch Church, nor 4 it then by bu owne 


argument, the baptiſme of ('hriſt, but a cogn- 


_ terfeit, or Idoll come out of the bottomeleſſe pit, 


as hee himſelfe ſpeaketh, page 6. Having thus 
deſtroyed bus foundation, and impeached hit owne 
baptiſme, and the baptiſme of the Church of 
England, derived from the Church of Rome, 4 
falſe ſtate the mother of fornications, 0 c. as be 
affirmeth in the 3. page of his Epiſtle to the 
Reader, his whole building muſt needs fall to the 
ground, which thing being confidered, 1 know 
it may be thought, that an Anſwer to (uh 4 
Diſcourſe ſhould be altogether unneceſſary; for 
bee that impeacheth bimſelfe, needs no other to 


accuſe him ; yet nevertheleſſe, hearing that ſome  _ 
not well acquainted with the ſtate of this contro-- 
Verfie have by bu miſ-applying the Scriprures in- 


th: handling of the ſame,been prejudiced againſ# 
the truth, by bim evill ſpoken of; for their ſakes 
#herefore tr this briefe Anſwer made, wherein 
n0t regarding to follow him to and fro, in all 
his -oaine Waxdering and tautologies (wherewith 
hu booke #« ſtored) I have reduced his whole 
Diſcourſe into ſuch particular heads, 4s doe ei- 
ther concern the perpetuity of the viſble Church, 
the baptiſme of the Church of Rome, or the bap- 
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:iſme of Infants, &c. which hee undertaketh to 
prove; Jo: Anſwer, I bave made uſe of little, 
ſave one ly what I haye found in hy owne Wwri- 
ting, wherein indeed, ſufficient to diſcover the 
vanity of hi opinion in theſe particulars, and 
fo ſatis/ic any that thereby have taken offence 
againg the truth ; but all that 1x ſaid, will ap- 
Þ:are t0 thee. (courteow Reader ) iy the follow- 
ing Anſwer, and therefore I (hall referre thee 
thereunto, and alſo unto the grace and guidance 
of Chriſt our Redeemer, 18 Whoſe ſervice 1 am 
alwayes thine,

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A BREIFE ANSVVER 
To a Diſcourſe, lately written 


by one Þ. *B. &c. 


Irſt, he faith, that the vihble Church of Chriſt 
3 hath had a perpetuall continuance in the world 
Al from the firſt plantation thereof by Chriſt and 
WY the Apoſtles, and ſhall ſo continue unto the end 
WH of the world;this he ſaith was prophelied, E/a. g. 
7. 59. 21. Witheſſed, Luke x, 33. Atts 5. 29.and 
D) confirmed, Matty, 16. 18. 28, 20: .and theſe 

* Scriptures are ablc and rue, and fo to be ac- 

counted by all the Saints, pager, | 
I anſwer, That theſe Scriptures, and all other, being delivered 
by \ ſpirit of God, 2 Pet, x, 21, arc (table and tzue, and foto be 
accounted of all the world, A#s 2.2 2. 223. and yet are not therefore 
the ſeverall glofles and underſtandings of men given upon theſe or 
other Scriptures alwayes {table and true, nor ſo to be accounted of 
any man. Before wee give credit therefore to his conſtruction of 
theſe Scriptures ; wee will a little examine how he makes the truth 
thereof to avpeare: he ſaith;that the perpetuity of the viſible Church 
was prophelied, Eſay 9.7. 59.21. 4nd the V/ord i yea and Amen, 9c, 
whereupon then iremuſt uceds follow, tha: if the yifible Church of 
Chrift hath not had a perpetuall uninterrupted ſucceftion in the 
world ever fince the firſt plantation thereof, untill theſe daycs, 
though this prophelie in it ſelfe be true, ye: his underſtanding and 
interpretation thereof muft needs be falſe, This rule the Lord 11m+- 
ſelfe hath given us, thereby to diftinguiſh the true Prophet from 
the falſe, Dentron, 18, 22, hee faith, when a Prophet ſpeaketh in rhe 
name of the Lord, and ifthe thing follow not, nor come to paſlec, 
that is, not the thing which the Lord hath ſpoken, but the Propher 
hath ſpoken it preſumptuouſly. Now, as hereby wee ate raught iq 
diſtinguiſh the true Prophets trom the falſe, fo likewiſc are wee 


by the {ame rule taught, to know the true interpretation of every 
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prophefie from the falſe, and therefore when any interpretation of 
any propheſie is given, and accordingly the thing follow not 
nor come to paſſe. that is, not the thing which the Lord hath ſpo. 
ken in that propheſie, but i's a falfe interpretation, and he is a falſe 
Prophet that hath given the ſame, of whom wee are taught to be- 
ware, Ma'th,7 .15. trom which imputation, we {hall now fee how 
well he acquitteth himſelfe. 

Firit, hecelleth vs, that the defection and falling away under 4 - 
ticori/t was. very generall and marvellous univerſall;- and this 
he provetk, Rev. 13. 8.16. (to which alſo he might have added the 
2. 4. and 7, verſes) and unlefle the defection under Antichriſt had 
beene thus univerſall, he faith the Waldenſes, who appeared in the 
dayne of theday, could not truly baye beene called che firſt fruits 
unto God,as he conceiveth they were, pag.2. We ay fo too,and allo 
firme that the viſible Church could not continne under that de- 
fetion» becauſe it's ſaid, it was given to him to make warre with 
the Saints, and to oyercome them, and if to oyercome them, they 
£ould not continue, for if they had notcontinued, then he d1d not 
overcome them and kill them with the ſword, as it is ſaid hee did, 
Rev.13. 7.10, compared wich Par. 7, 21. 25. Moreover, it is faid, 
that thoſe which worſhipped the Beaſt, were ſuch, whoſe names. 
were not Written in the Vs booke of life ; therefore the viſible 
Church could not continue under.that defe&tion. Bur if it did not 
there continue, yet haply it might continue under the Greekes * To 
this he anſ{ivereth, that indeed the Greekes did not alwayes ſubject 
themſelves to the Komane power, yet'were they very little ſhort in 
defection, info much, that according to the meaſure whereby the 
Romani/ts are meaſured, they will and and fall rogether , well but 
I demand(although the Church did nor continue under the detect i- 
on of Antichriſt, nor yet under the Sreekes) whether he doe not con.. 
ceiye that ſome man may be found able (though hee cannot him+ 
ſelfe) ro make it appeare that the the viſible C47 hath continued 
elſewhere in the world > Vnto this he anſwereth, that he belicyerh 
none can be found able tro make any tuch continuance of the. 
Church to appeare,. page 2. if any could, he wouid thanke God for 
ſuch adiſcovery, And who then can believe his expoſition of E/ay 
9.7. 59.21.&c. fecing that his owne mouth teſtifieth that no man 
can be tound able to make the truth thereof to appeare ; and there- 
fore ir muſt needs follow, that he hath given a falſe interpretation of 
the Scriptures by him alledged to prove the perpetuity of the viſible 
Church; neither will he himſclfe, nor any other. be able to cleare 
him from the impuration of a falſe Prophet, and one that hath ſpo- 
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ken preſumptuouſly in the name ofthe Lord, Deut, 18. 22. there- 
fore having thus.confured himſelfe in this/point; I thinke ita necd- 
lefle thing tor mee to ſpend any moretime inthe conterition of ir, 
But ſceing hee contctleth thar none can be'faon({ able to make any 
ſuch continuance of a yifible CEurch (as he ſpeaketh of) to appezre, 
why are we by hum blamed for not belieying ſuch a continuance, 
page 4. and why are we fo ofren charged for not believing the con. 
tinuance thereof under the defection of Antichrift, pag. 4.5. and g. 
And why alto are we accuſed for making Chriſt a widower,in not 
believing a perpe:uall ſucceſſion of the viſible Church of Chrift, fee- 
ing he himſelfe belteyvech no nian car prove the perpetua)l ſucceſ- 
ſion thereof? What, would he haye us believe that which he cannor 
believe himſelfe > Herein hee is much more uncharitable then the 
Pope; who requireth noneto belieye what hee and tris Church be. 
lieveth not, / It Chrit muſt be a widower, excepthe hath alwayes a 
vifible Church in the world, then there is no* falyation out of the 
viſible Church, becauſe none can be ſayed which are not fitft united 
to,and made one with Chri/t,(and then what ſhall become of thoſe 
believers which in all ages hayc appeared, ſuch as [:rawe of Prague, 
Tohn Hus, ec, who lott their lives tor the teſtimonie-of Jeſus, and 
were never-members of any true viſible Curb: I hope P, B. will 
not lay that they periſhed intheir fins) and if they were faved,then 
were they eſpouſed unto and united'to Chriſt ; and if fo, then Chri/ 
hath;and ſo may have a Spouſe, although no viſible Church, but P,, 
I conceive, was ſo ſtudious when he wrote his booke, to bring ab.. 
ſurdicies upon us, that he akogether forgot himſelfe. 

Furthermore, ſeeing hee-cannot believe. that any can'be found 
able to make the continuarice of the yitible Church to appeare, and 
that as bee faith, The adminiſtration of Baptiſme doth ſodepend 
thereupon,that by no meanes poſſible it can be had elſewhere, wich- 
out a ſpeciall commiſſion giyen from heaven for that purpoſe, ſuch 
as lobn the Baptift had, þ«g# 4. 8 6. Idemand where, or of whom 
P.83. received his Baptiſme : from the vihhble Church he received it 
not, for he knoweth not where any ſuch Church js, neither doth hee 
believe that any man, cath make any fuch Church to appeare to have 
cominued in the world, if any could, he would blefle God for ſuck 
a diſcovery, paze 3.8 4. Belike then hee received jt from one that 
had a ſpeciall commiſſion like to that of lob»the Baptiſts, at leaft by 
his diſcourſe he would have us co thinke fs, (but I know it will ap- 
peare that it was but a Bull, 

But being unwilling to receiye this confutation from himſelfe, 
or having begun a Diſcourſe, fo quickly to finiſh ir, hee proceeds, 
and tells us, that ſeeing he belieyes _ none can make it ap- 
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(4) 
peare that the viſible Church hath continued from under the 
defeRtion of 4ntubri/t, then it is more then probable, that it hath 
continuedunder that Gefetion, page 3- Bur I demand how that 
can be probable, ſeeing that but a little before he told us, and alfo 
proved, that the defeftion and falling away under antihri/t, was 
very great,and maryellousuniverſall, and therefore were the Wal. 
denſes, who appeared in the dawning ofthe day, not unhitly called 
the firſt- fruits unto God ; for they could not be the firÞ, ifthere 
had beene a continuance, page 2. but he taith, 2 Theſ.2, 4. it is ſaid, 
That the Sonne of perdition Who exalteth himſelfe above all that ts called 
God; or that is worſhipped, ſitteth in the Temple of God, ſhewing himfclfe 
that.be is God, and therefore the Church hata continued under the de- 
fetion of intichriſt, What is this, but [Sir, noir. Bur I anſwer, 
That the Temple here ſpoken of, wherein the Man of Smne fcteth, and 
is worſhipped, cannot be taken to be the Church of God, or that 
Temfle of the living God. whereof Teſus Chrift # the Head, Epheſc1. 22 
and Wherein God himſelfe dwelieth and Walketh, 2 Cor.6:26. 17: The: 
reafon is, becauſe that in 2:verſe ofthis Chapter it is ſaid, /hat the 
Man of Sinne is not revealed untill firſt there be a falling away, and there= 
fore his comming is ſaid, verſes 9. & 10, to be Withall decetvableneſſe 
in whom ? (not inthe Church, bur in thew that periſh,, who, becauſe 
they received not the love of the truth, that #hey might be "mg therefore 
God "eu them ſtrong —_—_ that they (hould bilieve lies, that all they 
might periſh, who received nt the truth, but had pleaſure m unrighteouſ- 
ne/Je yerſe 9. 10.1 1:1 2, Whereuponit muſt needs follow, that that 
Temple or Socierie wherein Antichriſt fitteth! and-is worſhipped; 
conlifteth of perſons departed from the faith, verſ# 3; who are by 
God juſtly for that cavſe given upto believe lies, that ſo they may 
periſh and be damned; and therefore not in any wiſe to be eſteemed 
the CÞurch of Chriſt, or Temple of the living God, Andthis muſt needs 
be ſo from his owne ground, ſeeing that by Antichriſt here ſpoken of; 
he underftandeth the Bea/t mentioned,' Kev. 13. ag apeareth by his 
applying this Scripcure againſt Antichri/t, pag: 2, Now, for as much 
as thoſe that wonder after the Feaſt, and-worſhip him. are ſaid to be 
fuch, whoſe names are not written in the Lambs Book of Lite,Rev, 
I 2.3 he cannot therfore underſtand the fame to be the Temple of God, 
where Antichriſt fitteth and is worſhipped (unleſle he conceive thar 
the Church of Chriſt confifteth of ſuch perſons, whoſe names are not 
written in the Booke of Life, which I ſuppoſe hee doth not) and 
therefore I conclude from his own grounds, that the Temple ſpoken 
of in the 2 Tyeſc, 2, 4. is no.more the Temple of God, then Axtichri/?, 
who (itteth therein, and is worſhipped, -is God himſelfe, nor is 
anterwiſeto beeſteemed, nor hath hee any. reaſon more co affirme 


the 
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the one, then he hath to affirme the other:; from-hence therefore ic 
cannot be made to appeare probable that the viſible Church hath 
continued under the defetion of Antichriſt, but it muſt Rand as 
P, B, at firlt affirmed, page 2. that under the defettion of Antichriſt 
it could not continue, 1313 {5 Th. 
Bur ſuppoſe. it; were probable, that the Church hadcontinied 
under that defectien,chen he faith pag. 3.that Baptiſme by which the - 
matter of the Church is differenced, hath there likewile continued, 
and there alſo it will be probable, that his Baptiſme derived from 
thence is.the Bapriſme of [eſus Chriſt, (Here we may take notice by 
way) that the belt ground hehath-for his faith in4his parcicular, is 
but a robabilay : well, but ſeeing that he holdeth chat bapeiſine 
dependeth upon the true Church, then where {no txue Church, is there 
can be no true. Baptiſme, Now, I need not here demand whether 
conceives the Churck of Rome-to be a true Church, becaule in his 
Epiſtle to the Reader, page 5. he defireth that none ſhauld thinke (6 


of him, for there he-faith,'that he holds that ſtate tobe ie mother of © -_ 


Fornications,the great whoxe,Sodorte and Zgyptie7c.1 re it muſt 
needs hence follow, that the Chw<b of Reme hath not Chrifts Bap- 
tiſme ; for clus he reaſoneth, if the Church hath continued, then Bape. 
tiſme by which the matter of the Church is differenced hath con- 
tinued, page 3. But the Church of Rome hath not continued the Church. 
of Cbrift, but is become the mother of fornicationsSodome and Zg1jt, 
as he faith in his Epiſtle, page 5. therefore the Baptiſme off Chri/# 
which the matter ofthe Church is differenced, hath not:continued in * 
the Church of Rome; whereas therefore, page 5. hee defireth thoſe 
which hold that the Church and Baptiſme hath not continued under 
the defeFtion of Hntibriſt would ſhew him the error and abſurdity 
of fuch an opinjon ; he may eaſily diſcoyer the error and abfurdity 
hereof him(elte, if he will but — notice of what hee hath herein 
written, Viz, That-Baptiſme differenceth the. true matter of the 
Church from the falſe,pag. 3.4: whence itwill neceſſarily follow, thar 
if the baptiſime ofthe Church of Rome be the Baptiſme of Chriſt which 
differenceth the rue matter of the Church from the falſe, then Reme 
the falſe mat.er mult thereby be diferenced from it ſelte. and: be- 
come a true Churci ,* ag when ac firit ſhee received Chri/ts Bapriſme, 
and then ſhall Rome be no-longer Rome, bur a true Church and State, 
diffterenced from a falle by her baptiſme which differencerh the 
truc marter from the falſe ; and therefore for any to hold the: church 
of Roine to be a falſe church, ag 'P. B, doth, and withall to maintaine 
that ſhe retaineth the Baptiſme of Chriſt, whereby the trite matter 
of che Churcd is differenced from the wo is as much as if * _ 
2 - ſhould - 


ſhoujd affirmeeven as he doth; that Rome 18the mother of fornica- 


::0ns, and alfo that-Rome js the true Spouſe of Teſus Chri/t, which is- 
both ablurd and comradiftory, 

7 will therefore conclude thispoim thus, Seeing that true Bap- 

rilme differenceth the true matter of the Church fromthe falſe, as P.B. 
faith, and-yetthe baptiſine of the church of Rome doth not difference 
her from the falſe matrer, as he. alſo afirmeth in his Epiſtle, page 5, 
therefore the baptiſme of the churci of. Rome ts not that Baptiſme of 
Chriſt, which differenceth the true-matter from the falſe, page 2.4. 
Secondly, That Church which hath no other baptiſme then the Bap- 
tifme of Reme,which differenceth notthe truematter from the falle, 
cannot thereby be differenced'from-the falſe wrib;but P.F.and his 
cburch, haye no other" baptiſme then the baptiſme of the church of 
Rome which differenceth not the true matter from thefalſe,therfore, 
P, B, and his. church, are not yet differenced from the falſe Church. 
Whether therefore Chriſt willowne the fame for his Spouſe, or re- 
5e& her as: a Haxlot ſprung from the- mother of Fornications and 
Harlos, may-very well be aqueftion without Queſtion, 

But he ſaithzpave 6: Tt-rheviſible:Chnreb hath not'continued, then 
Bapriſme is ceaſed; and being ceaſed wittiouta ſpeciall commiſſi- 
on, ſuch as lobn the Baptiſt had atfirſt to baptize, ir can neyer be - 
againe obtained. ; 

To this I anfwer, That akhough-Baptiſme were-'cenſed; as hee 
intends it,Viz. T hat there were no baxtized perſons in the worldto 
be found, yet fo long as Baptiſme the Ordinance of God is found * 
inthe word, with a. Comiſſion ſerving to tlie end ofthe world 
for Belicversor Diſciples to make and baptiſe Diſciples;as Aﬀfat.2$. 
19, 20. Baptiſme may-be againe obtained withaut any fuch ſpeci- 
all Commiſſion.asthat whichat firſt was given to Ton the Bap- 
tiſt ; for itwill not follow, that becauſe Tobn'the Baptit-might nor 
baptiſe before baptiſme-was inſtituted & he commanded to bapriſ+, 
that therefore Belieygs after baptiſme is inſtituted and comman- 
ded to make and baptiſe Diſciples may not lawfully baptiſe ſach as - 
are made Diſciples, no more then it will follow,that becauſe Abra. 

bam might not circumcifehimſclfe and his Males, before circum= 
cifion was inſtituted, and he'commanded fo to doe; that therefore 
the Iſraelites after circumciſion was inſtituted, and they comman- 
ded te obſerve the fame, might not, without a ſpeciall Commy- 
fion,fuch as 4brabam had, lawfully circumcifetheir Males. Tt was 
neceſſary indeed, that [vhn the Bapziſt ſhould have a ſpecial! com. 
miſſion to baptiſe, Baptiſme being not before inſtituted. nor yer he, 
nor any other perfon required to bapriſe ; as it was neceſlary to the 
itft-building of we Temple, that a patterne ſhould be given, 
1$”Y0n, 28, 


Chron,28.1r. 12. butasthen another patterhe Wag hot expeted as 
neceflary for the rebuilding therof at the peoples returne our of cap 
tivity, who performed all thitgs according to the firſt appointment 
and ordination, E274 3.lo neither is it requiſite,now baptiſme being 
ceaſed, thar anew'Cornmiffior? hould be obrained for the railing 
of it up againe, Burtthat according totheir example in the former 
inſtance all be done according to the firft inſtitution and ordinati- 
on of Jeſus Chriſt, Mat, 28.19.It it be objeRed as in page $.thar the: 
commiflion was given to baptiſed perſons, ſuch as had received 
their bapriſme from [5hn, and -therefore it intendeth none that are 
unbaptiſed ; I anſwer; that this commuſhon requireth all ſuch per- 
ſons,. who by the preaching of the Goſpell, either are or {hall - 
be made Diſciples unto the end of the world to be baptiſed; 
and Chri/ts yoyce muſt be obeyed in all things whatſoever he ſai, 
At, 3. 22, andihat without delay, as 4s, 2 2. 16, therefore there 
lies a neceſſiry' upory all believers to be baptiſed.” What is now 
to bedone in this caſe >| Baptiſed perſons from whom thcy may 
receive the ſamebas-in a right line, P, 3, belicycth none can be 
found, pag.- 2.2; for if none can make it appeare that the yiſb'e 
Church hath continued, as: he belicyeth none can, then can none 
make it appear thatthere are any. bapriſet-perſons tobe found in tte. 
world,and therfore-ought cannot be had from any ſuch,how then ? 
why inthe 2 Th»,2; 16,0 1 7.tht Apoſtle telleth us; tat the Scrip- 
Fare 6 ; ET” ferveth for inſtruttion in «lf rightco ufne] e,bhat the man 
of God may be- pert and: throughly furniſhed unto all good workes, and if 
unto all; thenuntothis of*Baprifme ; wherenpon therefore I con- 
fidently affirme; that as at firſt, Tobn the Baptiſt, at the command of 
God baptifed: others, though ht himſelfe was unbapriſed : eyen fo 
now (according to his example (which amongſt orher things was 
written fot our Jeathing that we thereby might be taught whiat to 
doe inthe like caſe of neceſſity) Rom, 1 5, 4. May a Dilciple atthe' 
command of Jeſus Chriſt; Matth.28. 19. having made Diſciples by the 
preaching of the Goſpelbaptiſe them for the remiſſion of their ſins, ABt. 2,39. - 
It it further be objected; that this example is extraordinary, and 
eterefore not exemplary ; I anſwer, that every approved examples 
though extraordinary, Fryeth for our infi ruftion and direftion in 
theJike extraordinary cafe; and this is warranted by Chriſts owne 
etimony, Matth, 12, 3.4. Where he declareth, that although in 
odinary cafes it was unlawfull for any to cate the She bread, fave 
onely the Prieſt, yet in caſe of neceflity it was lawfull.and war- 
rantable, both for David, and alſo Gr fouldiers to cave thereof, 
whereby he juſtifiech his Diſciples, hone in the like caſe of _— 
2 _ ilyg> 
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ity, were enforced to doe that which otherwiſe was not lawfull to 
be done on the Sabbath day. This is our caſe, and hereby wee ju- 
{tifie our practice in the point in hand» and by all which it doth 
appeare, that although baptiſme were ceaſed in chat ſenſe wherein 
he {peaketh, yer ſeeing that that there is a commiſſion already given 
for baptiſme, which by Chriſt himſelfe is extended tothe end of the 
world, there is no necd of a new commiſgion for the railing of it 
up againe ; and therefore, from that which P. 3, ſpeaketh concer- 
ning Nadab and ibibacheir offexing of ftrange fire, which the Lord 
commanded not.Lev.10. hee might more fitly have applyed againſt 
his ſtrange baptiſme,»/2,the bapriſme of Infants,of which the Lord 
hath never ſpoken, then againſt the baptiſing of believers at his 
command, and according to his owne inſtitution, Matth.28, rg, 
but for want of better matter to fill up his booke, he was, it ſeemes, 
inforced to make uſe of yaine words. | * 
But this is not all.for although it be proved that there is commi£. 
fon and authority for Diſciples to bap:1ſe, though they themſelves 
be unbaptifed in the caſe before declared; yer therg is another thin 
whereat P. 5, is greatly offended, aud that is the manner in which 
this new baptiſme(as he calleth it)isadminiſtred(which according 
ro the inſticution)1s by dipping the whole man in water or buryin 
the whole man under the water, Ccl.2.12,Rem.6, This although the 
Lord command the ſame, Mat.28.19. and examples both of Chriſt 
himſelfe, Mar.1.g. Mat.g.r6. lobnthe:Baptift, Job. 3.23. Philip and the 
Funuch, At.$.38.3 9 all of them giving witneſle therunto, yet he can« 
not believe itto be fo neceflary,as that a perſon who is onely ſprin- 
kled with water, fhould be eſteemed unbapriſed, þ.r2.But what are 
his Reaſons that perſwade him thus to judge ? he ſaith,at the moſt, 
ſfprinkling.can be but a detect in the r—_ of the element, and 
irs wonderfull that a Nw/kty ſhould follow thereupon. I anſwer, 
that it's wonderfull that any ſhould efteeme that to bean ordi- 
nance of Chriſt, which Chrift hath never ordained ; but Chriſt 
never ordained ſprinkling for bis bap'iſfing but dipping. Mat. 28.19. 
therefore ſprinkling, is none of Chrilts ordinance and fo by con- 
ſequence mult needs be a nullity; bur he faith, by thus urging the 
Text, we place the {ſubſtance of an ordinance in the critickneſlc of 
a word. page 1 2. Ianſwer, that we doe place the ſubſtance of every 
ordinance in it's conformity to the Word of God, which alone 
giveth being thereunto, and for any to doe otherwiſe, it is very 
{trange:bur belike,he that by the word baptiſe will not underftand 
co ſprinkle, and accept the ſame for Chrifts ordinance in baptiſme, 
which is as much as if by the word (circumciſe) the [ewes ſhould 


haye 
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haye underſtood to prick the finger, & ſhould fo have praftiſed and 
owned the ſame for the ordinance of circumci/ion in the judgement 
of P.3, he isa meere Criticke,and placeth the ſubſtance ot an ordi- 
nanceiofa high nature in the critickneſle of a word, as he ſpeaketh. 

And whereas it is ſaid that baptiſme reſembleth our buriall and 
reſurre&tion with Chriſt, which ſprinkling cannot import, Rem 6, 
Col. 2.12 Heanſwereth, that ſprinkling or powring water on the 
face doth hold forth both buriall and reſurreStton, page 14. for thoſe 
(he faith) tha: are-ſprinkled are under the water and buried, if not 
fo, then he demandeth how they-were baptiſed unto Moſes in the 
cloud.and in the fea, when not ſo much as @ hayre oftheir head was 
wet, I anſwer, that by this reaſon as they ſhould not be dipped-in 
bapciſme, ſo neither ſhould they be ſprinkled; and yet ſhall they be 
under the water, and buried-neverthelefle ; This ſure is one of the 
myſteries which hee ſpeaketh of, that cannot cafily be perceived, 
page 10, bur ſeeing he. thus urgeth the: baptiſme of the cloud and of 
the ſea in this and divers:other places: detiring that it may be well 
minded, as p4ge14- 29: 3o. I defire to know, whether thereby he 
under{tandeth the bap:iſme inftituted-by Jeſus Chrift, AMat.2, g, 
ithe dee not; then I demand, why he ſo often urgeth the ſame for 
an example in this point ?-1f he doe.then ftirther demand why con- 
trary thereunto-;in- baptiſing his Infants (as hee would haye it 
eftcemed) he (prinkleth water in their faces? this-praftice of his 
te ſprinkle- water in the face, if perſons may be baptiſcd without 
water, muſt needs be a point of voluntary religion, as he ſpeaketh 
of the Surpliſe, and baptiſed garments, page 15. and hereby any 
may ſee how pertinently he allegeth the Scripture, But he faith, that 
whileſt we thus urge baptiſme to hold forth buriall and reſfurrecti- 
on. we loſe that which it holdech forth equally therewith (namely) 
the ſprinkling ofthe conſcience inthe blood of Chrift, E/ay.5 2-15. 
Heb. 10. 2.2. Ezek.26. 25. Heb,12, 24.and the laver of regeneration 
and our waſhing in the blood of Chriſt; that blefled-Fountaine, 
Atts 22.16. Heb. 16.22. 1 Ccr. 6, 11-1Kev. 1. 5: To which Ianſxer, 
and deny that. ſprinkling: in the blood of Chriſt is mon tobe 
holden forth in baptiſme, or thatany of the Scriptures by him a'=- 
ledged, doe prove any ſuch thing, or make any mention at all of 
baptiſme, and therefore are notto be applied thereunto being onely 
metaphors borrowed-from thoſe ſprinklings uſed under the Law. 
Heb, 10.19. 20, 21, 22. which, although the matter thereof mig} t : 
pr did let forth the blood of Chriſt, and the nature of it, being ap- 
plied by faith, as 1 [pn 1,7. yet did not the ſame atall ſet forth the 


manner of baptiſme, which onely is.to.be found-jin the ry 269A" 
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| Math, 28. 19. and thoſe examples which the Scripture afforderh 


us thereof, Aarke x. 9. Matth. 3.16. Atts$, 28. 39. together with 
that conformity and agreement with it, hath with death, burial! 
and refurre&tion whereunto the Lord 1s pleaſed to reſemble and 
compare the fame, Rom, 6, 4, 1 Cor. 15, 29, Col. 2.12. And hee 
that ſhall affirme that that at of ſprinkling, uſed under the Law, 
isto be obſerycd in baptiſme, becauſe the matter thereot did fec 
forth the blood of Chrift, the matter of qur cleanſing may by as 
g00d reaſon maintaine that all thoſe particular ations required 
ro be uſed under the Law for the cleanſing of the Leaper (namely) 
the applying of the blood of his ſacrifice to the thumbe of his righc 


- hand,to the _ his right care,and to the great toe of his right foot, 


ought alſo to be obſerved in baptiſme,ſeeing,that the matter thereot 
pointed out the blood of Chriſt as well as that did, which wag uſed 
in ſprinkling.thea whichno:hing more abſurd can be 1imagined.As 
concerning our waſhing in the blood of Chriſt, that bleſſed foun- 
caine, the other particular in which he inſtanceth, and faith, that 
we loſe by urging baptiſme, to hold forth buriall and reſurre&Rion. 
I anſwer, that he is much miſtaken therein; fer as dipping in the 
judgement of the ſpirit of God is walhing, 2 King. 5. 14. compa- 
red with 10. ſo likewiſe unto wafhing by dipping is neceflarily 
required much water; as is ſeen, I8hn'3. 23 . whereupon it doth fol- 
Low, that like as dipping of the whole man in water, and his rifing 
againe forth of the fame, doth lively hold forth and repreſent his 
death, buriall and refurre&ion with Chriſt, according to' Row, 6, 
2. 4. 5. C4, 2.12. fo likewiſe his dippiag or wafhing in muck 
water, muſt ncedes be a full reſemblance of his wafhing in that 
bleſſed fountaine, the blood of Chriſt, ſet open to waſh in for finne 
and for uncleannefle, 24ch, 13.1. We therefore by urging bap- 
tifme to hold forth buriall and reſurre&tion, loſe not that which 
ought equally to be holden forth therewith (namely) our waſhing 
in the blood of Chriſt,.&c. But ?, B, himſelfe, who for baptiſme 
uſeth ſprinkling, lofeth both buriall and refurretion, 'and that 
which onght equally to be holden forth with them both alſc,to wit, 
our waſhing in the fountaine of the blood of Chriſt;for that ſprink. 
!;ng hath neither fimilitude, nor any proportion with any of them, 

Buc he faith that a thing that is dipped in water, is not therefore 
waſhed and made cleane ; to hh I anſwer, that then much leſle 
is that which is onely ſprinkled with water therefore waſhed and 
made cleane, bnt I have proved before that dipping is waſhing.and 


therefore he that js dipped, is waſhed,and conſequently made cleane 


ſo farre forth as the ordinartce of baptiſme doth require, = alone

4.1 aniwer that they dipped in thoſe 
countries, where baptiſme fir(t began, is moſt certaine, and accor- 
dingly do we practiſe, and when ?, ®, can prove that they dipped 
ofcen, &c. and allo juſtifie their praftice bythe Wordof God, wee 
(hail therein alſo follow their example, Bur ſeeing that he concei- 
ye:h they dipped, and not onely ſo.but alſo dipped often;8&&c, Why 
then doth he accuſe us. who dip buc once, as though that were teo 
often? and moreovet-ifthey uſed to dip where baptilmefirft began, 
then is dipping the old, and ſo conſequently the good way, ler,s, 16. 
and why then doth he reproach the ſame as a new way. f4g.3. and 
doth not racher, as he would teach his reader in the frontice-piece of - 
his booke, walke-in the old and good way, that he may finde reſt > 
Ter,6.16. bur it appeates that he loves to wrangle.and therefore, now 
contrary to dipping often, and rubbing.to cleanſe, he faith, thar a 
lictle water ſerveth co let forth our waſhing in the blood of Chriſt 
intended in-baptiſme as well as a greatdeale, and the waſhing of a 
part, as the face, according tothe preſent cuſtome as well as waſh. 
ing of chewhole man asappearcth by Chriſts waſhing of Peters teer, 
Tohn x 2.10. I anſwers that a lite water ferveth not fo tully to ſer 
out our wathing in the blood of Chriſbas a great deale doth, and 
therefore, when the Lord himſelfe would fer forth this thing unto 
us, he difffh-ic not under the reſemblance of' a little ; water, ,buc of a 
fountaine of water, 24c-.1 2, 1., And hence it was, that his meſlen- 
ger baptiſed in much water, Tobn 3, 23. Neither doth the waſhing 
ofa part ſet forth the'cleanſing of us from all filthineſle, 2 Cor, 7, 1, 
Like as the waſhing ot the whole inan doth, and cherefore,: that we 
might draw neere in full affurance 1s required (not our faces or 
feer) but that our bodies ſhovid be waſhed in pure waters, Heb.xo. 
22. Chriſts waſhing of Peters feet he applyeth that as well as he doth 
the baptiſme of che cloud and ofche Sea,and therefqre,as I anſwered 
him inchat, fo] ſhall alſo in this ; if hee conceive that- Chriſt by 
waſhing of ” eters feer would ſet forth umo us the manner of bap- 
tiſme. I demand then, why comrary thereunto, he uleth to ſprinkle 
his infants faces, when he chriſteneth them >. And why he deth not 
rather in a baſon of water waſh their feet > I ſuppoſe therefore, that 
he knoweth well enough, that Chriſt by wafhing of Peters feer, 
would teach all his Diſciples en I3.1i5-and not.to waſh 

a part 
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2-part in baptiſine contrary to his owne inſtitution, Matth.28, rg, 
and example Marke 1. 9, Mat.3.16. But his great objection againſt | 
the dipping ofthe whole man, is this (he ſaich) Thar ir's hard to de- 
termine how it can Rand -with modelty and ſhametaſtneſfle,and yer 
inthe countries where baptiſme firlt began, hee urgeth againſt us, 
that they dipped often, and alſo rubbed, thereby to cleanſe, page x 4, 
Now.1t he cannot determine how dipping once may be performed 
with modeſiy.&c. how will he determine how dipping often, and 
rubb3 1g to cleanſe (as he inftenceth)could be performed with mo- 
deſty and ſhamefattacſle > Surely he will conclude that they pur on 
2a linnen garment. But there ir will follow, thac they b.:piiſe the 
garments,&c. Haply he will fay not the garments b# the perſong 
in the garment, becaule that when he ſprinkieth his infants he doth 


not (trip them naked out of their clothes;neither yer w1ll '1e ſay,thar 
therefore he bapriteh tiieir garments into the death and relurrectt. 
on of Chriſt, bur the infants thac are chercin. Bur if ir muſt needs 


follow that they bapr iſe the garmen:s,&c. (in their behalfe, I know 
though not in ours) he will determine, that it wag but ar error in 
reſpect of the ſubject, like to the baptiſme of an infant 1n che ſtead of 
a belieyer (as he pleaderh, page 12,) and therefore not worthy to be 
blamed or taken notice of, | 
Having thus ſpoken his minde againſt the ordinance of Chriſt 
(to wit) the baytiſing or dipping of believers. which in deruton he 
calleth cue new baptiſme, page 3, hee r:turnes agaire to the former 
2rgument-the baptiſme ot Infants, fage 10. which, Fee fanh, brgan 
many yeeres before Chriſt died, or at leaſt, before the A pottles lett 
the world, which indeed, muſt necds be true, if .t be the baptitn = 
whieh was inſtituted by Ieſus Chritts as hee pretends to proye by 
theſe reaſons-that follow. p 
His firſt ground is from'the Covenant of God/ made with Abr4- 
bam, Grn,19., which covenant, he faith was neither part of th+ new, 
2or yet of the old, gp, 17. 18, becaule it wys neiticr confirmed 
w:21 che blood of Bulls, nor with the blood of Chrift.  nich thing 
he faith, may ſeeme new, bur yet he detires ro fee the error thet at= 
tends its. I anſwer, miryelling that ve ſhould wge Inins, being 
ina coyenant not confirmed with the blood of. Chritt, ro Prove | 
their intereſt in baptiſme, and ſo by conſ:quet 10 the blood of 
Chriſt ; the bl,od of Chriſt ts the b'cod of the 1 Le/!ament'Mct,26.28, 
Now, it that infants be not in this covenant confirme(l witi the 
blood of Chriſt, then can they have no intereſt in baprifme which 
ſeryeth {as he ich. page 14.jto fer torth our waſhuvg aid ſprinkling 
ith the blood ot Chriſt; there necds not thexetore any more wards 
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be uſed to ſhew the etrour that att-nds this hew Cconcett urgedto 
prove Infants right to baptiſme, when it_not onely excludes them 
from baptiſme, but alſo from ſalvation by Chrift, 

Bur Infants being a part of the Church and members thereof be= 
fore Chriſt, what doth let them from being ſo 111 » ſeeing (as hee 
ſaith) che Lord hatch never ſpoken one word thereof, but the con- 
traty. Ianſwer, that although Infants were of the Church before 
Chriſt yer the-Lord hath manite(tly declared, that chey ſhould not 
be fo now, Chr1i't the true promiſed feed being once come, as js 
ſeene. al, 4, 22. &c. where theApoltle thus ſpeaketh. [7 1s Written 
(laich hee) :hat Abraham had t%0 ſounes, the one by a bond..maid, the 
otver by af. ce. woman, 2.4, but he that Was borne of the bond.Wom-1n was 
borne fier the fleſh, but hee of the free woman Was borne by promiſe, 4. 
which chings. he faith, was an allegorie; verſe 2 5.26. the bond maid 
Flagar ſhadowing out the old covenant or teſtament and her ſfonne 
I/hmacl winch ſhe bore co Abraham after the fleſh, or by carnall ge- 
necation, ſhadowiag out all the flelhly and carnall I} aetites which 
@hou!d proceed from abraham in after generations. The free wo- 
mau, S-r4, pointing out the new covenant or ITeruſal-m, which is 
from above. and teaetr<her ſon.appoinring out Chri/t,the promiſed 
feed as Gel, 3:16. 2nd believers borne from aboye.:or by promile, 
as I/ack was. the ſpirituail ſeed of Abraham, ag Gel, $. 29," and there- 
fore he ſaith. verſe 48, We brethren, as T/acke was, are the children 
of promiſe ; afterthis. to cloſe up the full intent of the ſpirit of God 
1n this thing, in the 29. & 20. Verſes, he ſhewerh that by the carnall 
and flcſhly feed [/>mael. his perſecuting.of him which was borne by 
thepromile (to wit I/aa:k,) whereupon hee and his mother, was by 
the command of God, both of them together, caſt out of Abrahams 
houſe, the Church, Gen, 21. 10. thereby was foreſhowne, that when 
Chriſt the erue Iaack ſhould be borne, Gal. 3:16. and the barren wo- 
man the new Covenant or Gofpell, (hould-bring forth and beare ſons 
unto God (ag verſe 27.) then ſhould the bond woman, the old and 
carnall coyenant, with all the carnall ordinances thereof, Heb, g, 
Io.together all her ſonnes, the carnall and or fleſhly ted be caft 
out of the houſe (fo faiththe Text, verſe 30.) Caſt out the bond Woman 
and her ſonne ; for the ſunne of the bond woman ſhall not be heire with yhe 
ſonne of the free woman, lob.7.35.26. and therefore. although children 
Ccarnally begotten were admitted members of the Church before 
Chriſt, yet are they not ſo now, bur are with their mother the old 
and carnall coyenant, with all the appurtenances thereof, are to be

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noteth ſuch who have aCtually refuſed and rejefted grace, as Toh, 7,

contradi&tion tothe Apoſtle, who by the children of the bond wo- 
man underftandeth all that are borne, as 1/-matl was by fle(1y ge- 
neration, or all thoſe who are not as [faske, who was by promiſe (as 
bcfore) G1,4.27-22., with 3 29. \ 

His next ground to prove the baptiſme of Infants is this, becauſe 
the Apoſtle exhorteth parents to bring up their children in admo- 
nition of the Lord, therefore they were of the CE1c,and-loby con- 
ſequent were bajxiſed ; but how doch hee-proye that they were of 
the Church ? thus. becaule the Apoſtle, who had nothihg todoewith 
thoſe who are without, 1 Cor.5, exhorts their parents to bring tzem 
up inthe admonition of the Lord. To this I an{wer,that the Apoſtle 
did not write this exhorcation to the children who were without, 
but to their parents who were within ; behdes woerethe Apoſtle 
faith, that hee hath nothing. to doe with thoſe tat arc without, 
x Cor.5. 13, it's manife(t, that hee doth not meane that ie hath no- 
thing todoe to exhort thoſe that-are without, to know an feare 
the Lord ; for hee was {cnt to preach the Gofpell to thole that were 
withowt,thatthereby they might be brought witnin, Act.26.17.18. 


and hee acknowledgeth himſelfe a debtor'to all. men,to the unwiſe: 


as well as to the wiſc, Rom, x..14, when he {fauh, therefore that hee 
hath nothing to do2 with thoſe that are without, his meaning is, 
that he hath nothing to doe to.cenſure and deale with them that are 
without, for their evills of incett, whoredomes. thefts, &c. be was 
not by Chriſt made a Judge over men inthoſe matters, 1 Cor, 5, 12. 
x 3, no more then C-ri/t himſelfe was, Luke 1 2 14. Fromthis rea- 
{on of his roprove Infancs to be of the Church, and therefore bapti- 
ſea, (Viz;.) becauſe the Apoſtle exhorts their parents to bring them 
up inthe nurture of the Lord, &c.

To 
which I anlwer. that the Apottle dotitnot ſay, that the children of 
believers arc holy, bur he faith, Th: the unbeltrving wife 1s ſanttified to 
the believing Huſband, (that is) lawfull for his uſe fo that he may law. 
fully ab:de with her, and needs not for her unbeliefe ſake put her 
away, (as was {crupled, verſe 10.17, 12.) orelſe, if thatſhee were 
not, then the children which he ſhould beget of her were uncleane 
or unholy, whereas being ſanctified, or lawfull to his ute, they are 
cleane, or holy (that is, legitimate} for the holinefle of the children 
here ſpoken of, is not concluded 'from the faith of parent, but from 
the lawfull uſe which the believing husband hath of his unbelie.- 
ving wite;for ſo are the words, Tye unb«licving huſband u ſanttified by, 
or to the bel:eving wife, and the unbelieving Wife us ſanttified by, or to the be. 
lieving khuſhand, or elſe were your chuldren uncleane; but now are they holy, 
This Scripture therfore proyes no more holineſle in the children of 
belieycrs. then in the children lawſully hegotten in the honourable 
eſtat: of marriage by unbelievers, -Hebr, x 3.

quence yeeldeth no better warrant for the baptifing of the one, then 
it doth for the bapriſing of the other ; bur I intend breyity, and 
therctore for further anſwer in this point; I referre him to 4, NR, his 
booke lately printed, wherein the ſame 1s handled at Jarge.

x Cor.16. 16. and Criſpus, 4cts 18, 8, and queſtionlefle divers others. 
This is a bad example, (for an example he will have it called though 
it be none ar all) to provetharthe baprtiſme of Infants which muſt 
be thug declared : houſholds were baptiſed, but in ſome houſholds 
there are Infants, theretore Infan s have been bapciſed. This is as 
plaine an exampleto prove the bap:iſme of Infants, as this that fol- 
lowerth is to prove the baptiſing of notorious drunkards. ſwearers, 
thieves, murcherers. &c. whole houſholds haye beene baptiſed, but 
in ſome houſes there are notorious drunkards, {wearers, thieves, 
murtherers. &c-cherfore the Apoſtle, baptiſed ſuch,and ſuch-may be 
baptiſed. Who ſecth not your folly * Anocher example as plaine as chis 
followerh, The whole Church of Col:flg were buried 1th Chriſt in bap= 
ti/me,bur children were a part of ne uh, therefore Infants were 
bapriſed, Col, 3. 20, 21. I anſwer, thdt the whole Church of Col»//e 
were buried wich Chriſt in baptiſme, and that there were children 
in that Church co whom cz Apoſtle wrote and exhonted to obey 
their paren:s in all things, Cel,3. 20, Butour queſtion is about In- 
fants, and not children in generall,ſome wherof are grown to yecrs 
of under{tanding, as theſe were to whom the Apoſtle wrote : tor 
ſure P. B, wilÞnot iay he wrote to Infants, which could not under- 
ſtand what he ſaith. In Gen. 43, 14. when TIacob ſent his ſonne Ben=- 
Jamine into Egypt, he uſerh thete words concerning him and Toſeph : 
If T ans bereaved of my children, I am bereaved, Now,by his realon, bene 
Jamine, who was about ſeyenteene yeeres old, and Toſeph, who was 
about thirty yeeres of age, {hould both of them be Infants becauſe 
eheir father called them children; Theſe exainples will yeeld as 
little fatisfaftion to any that queſtion the baptiſing of Infants, as his 
| Reaſons before anſwered. 

But although theſe examples faile, yet page 4 1. he faith, there is a 
plaine command of Ieſus Chriſt for the baptiſing of Infants ; and it 
appearcth thus, Many nations gpfeare to be Abrahams, and ts have bim 
for their father ; now, all theſe nations in which there muſt needs be 
{ome children, by the exprefle command of Telus Chriſt, Mat. 28. 
I 9. are to be baptiſed. T anſwer, Abraham was to be a father of ma- 
ny nations, ſome whereof were his naturall and carnall ſeed, borne 
after the fleſh, as I/>mael and the Ie'Wes, who for unbeliefe, were re- 
z<Red, and caſt off, with the old and carnall Covenant or Tefta- 
ment, as was ſhewed before ; Others were ſo to be reputed in re 
ſpett of their faith,and walking in his eps, as it is written, Rem. 4. 
I-12, where it is faid,That he received the figne of circumciſion, the ſeale 

of righteouſneſſe of fatth, which be had before 4 Was circumcif ed, he _ 
migee

N ations, and baptiſe them, and he that belirveth (as Abraham the father 
of all that believe did, Kom.4., 11. Gal. 2, 29, and is baptiſed, ſhall be 


ſaved Marke 16. 15, But what is all this to ptove the baprtiſme of 


Infants which believe not, and therefore are none of Abrahams ſeed, 


Who onely areto be baptiſed > no more then that which followeth 


which is nothing at all ; being the fame in eftet with this. The 
NN ations that are made Abrahams feed, the nations that are ſaved, the 
kingdomes which ſhall become the kingdomes of our Lord 
mult needs receive Chritts badge, This is granted, but proyeth 
nothing leſſe then the baptiſing of Tofanrs, ſecing none are made 
Abrahams feed but thoſe which are firſt made Chriſts, Gal, 3. 29. 
that wake in his ſteps, Rom. 4.12, and doe his workes, ſoby — SR 
26. Neither doe any kingdo:ncy become” the Kingdomes of 
the Lord, but choſe that feare and ſerve him, that kifle the 
Anne, #ſal. 1.10.11 . 12. heare his voyce, Afts 3, 22, 23. and have 
him to raigne over hin Luke 19 27. Nor deth the Scripture de- 
care the falyation of any more then thoſe onely which belieye, he 
that belieyeth on the fonne, hath TY life, but hee that be< 
lievech not ſhall not fee life. butthe wrath of God abideth on him, 
[ohn 3, 36. therefore in refuſing to baptiſe Infants who belieye nor, 
we Curtaile notthe nation that are made Abrahams ſeed. &c.T ſhould 
have thought(bur that he denyeth a nationall Church.pege 39.) that 
he would bave all nations of people'to be baptiſed, but ſeeing hee 
denyeth the formex, I cannot. charge him with the later, but by 
this that is ſaid, 1t appeareth how hee hath proved the baptiſme 
of Infants from Matth, 28; 19. andother his inftances then which 
nothing could poſſibly be alledged more oppoſire thereunto, but” 
herein hee dath; not ſeeme ft range to mee; finding his whole dif- 
courſe not onely. ( weake, emptie-and imper-inent) but ſo res; 
pregnant and contradiftions to it ſelfes: for tiiat a man inthe read- 
ing thereof, may very. well judge, thac h&wrote the ſame inter 
ding to Celert and render the c:uſe evi'l and nwght which he pre. 
tendeth ro maintaine,” or. elf. debreng to #8braine to himſelfe a 
name a:ronglt thoſe vaine janglers, mentioned7Zim., who.des - 
fire to be teachers, when they neither know what chev ſav, nor 
whercof they affizme, ver/e 7, (And fol leave him and the con= 
decation -
